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Rogers lowers IPhone costs 

Exclusive carrier bows to customer pressure ahead of tomorrow's launch

Tomorrow morning someone in 
Halifax will be the first person in 
Canada to own the iPhone. 

But before even being released, 
the long-awaited phone that can do 
eveiything from play music to surf 
the Internet has already caused a 
huge controversy that led to Rogers 
backing down to customers. 


When Rogers, the exclusive 
carrier of the iPhone in Canada, 
announced its price plans in late 
June there was an uproar. For $60 
per month on a three-year-plan 
you get 150 daytime minutes, un¬ 
limited evenings and weekends, 
and up to 400 MB of data. 

Thousands of people saw the plan 
as a ripoff since for about the same 
cost in the United States you could 
get unlimited data. Over 57,000 
people denounced Rogers’ prices on

a petition at minediphone.com. 

“We’ve been getting a lot of peo¬ 
ple complaining about the fact 


that the plans are going to be as 
expensive as they are,” said the 
ironically named Silas Rogers, who 
works at the Halifax Mac store. 

Rogers said he himself would 
love an iPhone but the plan is too 
expensive for him. But he said 
even the people who call and 
complain about prices say they’re 
likely still going to buy one. 

“People want the product be¬ 
cause it is a cool product. It’s fun to 
use. It looks cool. And Apple stuff 


is some of the trendiest things you 
can have these days,” he said. 

And Rogers itself has recently 
shown signs appeasing con¬ 
sumers. They will now offer a 
promotional sale of six gigs of 
data monthly — enough for 
150,000 e-mails — for $30 to 
those who sign up before Sept 1. 

They’re also opening the Mum- 
ford Road Rogers store at 8 a.m. to¬ 
morrow to celebrate the launch 
with prizes and free breakfast.

Residents meet

Plans no longer 
available going 
for hundreds

With phone plans getting more 
expensive, having a cheap rate 
can be like sitting on a gold mine. 

People desperate for cheap 
cellphone rates are willing to 
pay hundreds of dollars for cer¬ 
tain deals. In Halifax, the holy 
grail of cellphone plans is Talk 
Halifax. 

Released as a temporaiy promo¬ 
tion by Telus a few years back, 
Talk Halifax offers unlimited calls 
any time for only $30. For people 
who need to be on their phone 
constantly, such a plan could 
mean the end of cellphone bills in 
the hundreds of dollars. 

They haven’t been available for 
years, but existing plans can be 
renewed indefinitely and “grand¬ 
fathered” to another person. 

“On average I’ve seen them go 
for about $500 to $700,” said 
James Kennedy, who currently 
lists one of the plans on Kijiji. 
Kennedy bought several of the 
plans for his small business, but 


has been selling them off as they 
switch to using more e-mail on 
their phones. 

“There’d have to be at least a 
thousand of them in Halifax,” 
said Kennedy. “They’re a lot easi¬ 


er to find now with things like 
Kijiji.” 

Other rare promotions that 
can be grandfathered — such as 
unlimited data for $15 — are also 
popular finds.

Bell, Telus called on by industry minister to explain 15-cent charge

Unless your wireless 
provider is Rogers, be pre¬ 
pared to start seeing more 
text-messaging charges on 
your cellphone bill. 

Starting in August, both 
Bell Mobility and Telus Mo¬ 
bility will start charging 15 
cents for every incoming 
text message — unless 
you’re already set up with a 
text-messaging plan. 

Rogers Wireless, howev¬ 
er, will not follow suit. 

“It’s all unlimited and 
free,” said Elizabeth Hamil¬ 
ton with Rogers Wireless. 

Starting Aug. 8, Bell will 
charge customers without a 
texting plan for each incom¬ 
ing text and the same goes 
for Telus starting Aug. 24. 

Industry Minister Jim 
Prentice yesterday asked 
Bell and Telus to meet with 
him Aug. 8 to explain the 
price change. 

Alyson Queen, spokes¬ 
woman for Bell Mobility in 
Atlantic Canada, said the 
move is to follow the direc¬ 
tion “major North Ameri¬ 
can wireless carriers” are 
taking 

“It’s an industry trend,” 
she said. 

Erin Dorrington, 19, of 
Dartmouth, said she can’t 
believe the two wireless car¬ 
riers are trying to grab more 


money from customers. 

“They shouldn’t do that,” 
she said while texting a 
friend on Spring Garden 
Road. “I would call and 
complain.” 

Dorrington has a text¬ 
messaging plan already in 
place with Telus so she 
won’t have to pay 15 cents 
for each incoming message 


— she already pays $15 a 
month for the feature. 

“I text message every sec¬ 
ond,” she said. 

Queen said the new 
charges will act as a re¬ 
minder for customers to re¬ 
view their cellphone pack¬ 
ages and their use of text 
messaging. 

Both Bell and Telus repre-

sentatives say that cus¬ 
tomers will not be charged 


for unsolicited incoming 
messages. 

Spam, wrong numbers 
and even texts about service 
from the companies them¬ 
selves will not accrue the 
extra charge. 

“You simply need to get 
in contact with us and we 
will reverse the charge,” she 
said.

said it’s 
the fourth largest pride 
parade in Canada. 

“It’s pretty serious to 
go stand in front of the 
whole city and say ‘This is 
who we are and we’re 
very proud of who we 
are,”’ Dann said. 

“But it’s an intense ex¬ 
perience and now, to do it 
right through the heart of 
town, will be very power¬ 
ful for us.”

Halifax school board 
balances its budget

A last-minute provincial 
program to help cover 
soaring energy costs has 
allowed the Halifax 
regional school board to 
achieve a balanced budg¬ 
et. 

The government recent¬ 
ly announced it will fully 
fluid the board’s fuel and 
oil usage according to 
market prices next year. 

“Without this commit¬ 
ment, we would be look¬ 
ing at a very different out¬ 
come,” one-man school 
board Howard Windsor 
said as he approved the 
$380-million general fund 
budget and $ 19.4-million 
supplementary budget 
last night. 

The board predicted 
about a $2-million short¬ 
fall if the province didn’t 
come through. 

“With all the challenges 
we faced and the time de¬ 


lays ... we were able to 
maintain the programs 
and services that we cur¬ 
rently have plus add a lit¬ 
tle bit in new initiatives,” 
financial services director 
Richard Morris said. 

Some of the items the 
board prioritized to spend 
$1.5 million included hir¬ 
ing 12 additional educa¬ 
tion program assistants, 
two learning centre teach¬ 
ers, two community out¬ 
reach workers, one Eng¬ 
lish as a second language 
teacher, one Aboriginal 
student support worker, 
an operations services 
manager, a research and 
data consultant, assess¬ 
ment material and work¬ 
place violence training. 

The board will also 
spend $3.3 million on one¬ 


time expenditures, includ¬ 
ing deferred mainte¬ 
nance, energy retrofits, in¬ 
formation technology up¬ 
grades and election costs. 

“We all wish that there 
were more resources to 
address the needs of our 
schools, however, this 
budget will keep us on 
track,” Windsor said. 

The board also recently 
received a provincial one¬ 
time deferred mainte¬ 
nance grant of $750,000 
to help offset its $60-mil- 
lion to $ 80-million back¬ 
log in repairs and up¬ 
grades. 

“Obviously, with a 
board our size, with the 
number of buildings we 
have it won’t make much 
of a big dent, but every 
dollar helps,” Morris said.

If an HMCS Chicoutimi 
sailor dies from 
symptoms of the fire in 
2004, their families will 
get a Memorial Cross 
medal. 

But the family of Lt. 
Chris Saunders, who died 
in the fire, isn’t eligible. 

The rules for a Memorial 
Cross (also called the Silver 
Cross) were changed in 
2006 to incorporate all mil¬ 
itary personnel who died 
in service, not just in a 
“special duty area.” As a re¬ 
sult, if a sailor dies of com¬ 
plications from the fire, 
they are now eligible for 
the medal. 

But the rules aren’t 
retroactive, and since 
Saunders died before 2006, 
he doesn’t qualify. 

His mother, Deborah Sul¬ 
livan, was shocked when 
she learned she wasn’t a 
Silver Cross mother. 

“This medal is a symbol 
of the sacrifice made not 
only by my son Christo¬ 
pher, but for all the other 


soldiers, sailors and airmen 
and women who serve 
their country,” she wrote 
in an e-mail yesterday. 

“This medal, which I be¬ 
lieve should be awarded to 
every widow and mother 
of our loved ones, is, in my 
opinion, part of the legacy 
that should be left to the 
families.” 

She said she learned a 
briefing note was given to 
the media in 2006 that said 
her son’s death was the 
reason why the rules need¬ 
ed to be changed. 

“So it seems really ironic 
that his death would not 
have been included in the 
changes that were made,” 
she said. 

Her Saint John, N.B., MP 
Paul Zed took up her cause 
and last month introduced 
a motion for the Memorial 
Cross rules to include fami¬ 
lies of military personnel 
killed since the Second 
World War. 


“For her what rang hol¬ 
low was she was receiving 
an outpouring of condo¬ 
lences from the prime min¬ 
ister — from all over Cana¬ 
da about the loss of her 
son,” he said. 

He said the government 
could do something about 
it now without waiting for 
a vote on his motion. 

But Veterans Affairs Min¬ 
ister Greg Thompson said 
making an exception 
would cause problems in 
that there will always be 
someone else wanting an¬ 
other exception. He told 
the Globe and Mail he 
hopes Zed’s motion is de¬ 
bated. 

Sackville-Eastern Shore 
MP Peter Stoffer said he 
will support Zed’s motion 
and will encourage the 
NDP caucus to do the same. 

“Saunders still served his 
country, whether in com¬ 
bat or regular duty,” he 
said.

STRUGGLE FOR FOOD Costly 
food and oil pushed 133 
million more people onto 
world hunger rolls in 
2007, according to the U.S. 
Agriculture Department, 
which changed its 10-year 
outlook to a rise in hunger 
instead of a decline. 

The USDA’s annual Food 
Security Assessment said 
the number of “food-inse¬ 
cure” people in 70 
developing countries rose 
to 982 million in 2007 
from 849 million in the 
prior year. 

The number of people 
struggling to obtain food 
could rise to 1.2 billion by 
2017, USDA warned in a 
reversal of last year’s fore¬ 
cast that saw the number 
of hungry people 
declining during the next 
10 years in all regions, ex¬ 
cept Sub-Saharan Africa. 

The USDA defines food 
insecurity as having diffi¬ 
culty acquiring enough 
food for the household 
throughout the year. 

“Over the next decade, a 
slowdown in worldwide 
economic growth is 
projected to combine with 
food and fuel price hikes 
to contribute to an ongo¬ 
ing deterioration in global 
food security,” USDA said.

hose hot swelter¬ 
ing days of sum¬ 
mer are starting to 
make an appear¬ 
ance. Although we 
North Americans are ac¬ 
customed to expensive air 
conditioning, the design 
teams knows there are 
ways to keep your decor 
naturally cool and inviting 
(and cheap!). 

Think back on what 
grandma and grandpa al¬ 
ways did when those dog 
days of summer here — 
and start doing the same 
thing! A cold lemonade 
sure does help, but also 
consider these time-tested 
ways of keeping your 
house cool. 

One of the most effective 
ways to cut down on heat 
entering the house is to 
cover your windows. Easy 
and good-looking decor so¬ 
lutions include opaque 
shades, bamboo blinds, mi¬ 
ni-blinds or draperies. 
When they’re closed, they 
can deflect 40 to 50 percent 
of the solar heat gain that 
would enter your home 
without window coverings. 

Light colours work best, 
since, as we all know, dark 
colours absorb heat and ra¬ 
diate it into our homes — 
not a good thing in sum¬ 
mer. Close your window 
coverings and your win¬ 
dow to keep out the sun 
and heated air during the 
time when the sun wants 
to shine through your win¬ 
dow. This is especially sig¬ 
nificant for southern and 
we stern-facing windows. 
Only open them in the 
morning, evening, or at 
night, when your window 
is shaded or it is dark. 
When you do open them, 
try to open windows at op¬ 
posite ends of a room to 
promote circulation. 

Consider weatherproof 



Window coverings — especially light-coloured ones — are an 
easy way to keep the house cooler.

blinds outside your win¬ 
dow—these types of blinds 
can reduce heat entering 
the house because they de¬ 
flect it before it enters the 
house. Shutters can also do 
the job. 

They can be installed 
seasonally, only for the 
summer months. But un¬ 
less you have remote con¬ 
trol, you’ll have to go out¬ 
side or reach through your 
window to open or close 
these coverings. 

Shade, of course, miti¬ 
gates the hot-house effect. 
Plantings, although they 
do take time to grow, can 
do wonders for reducing 
sunlight and heat entering 
your home. 

This kind of cover is es¬ 
pecially important on the 
south and west-facing part 
of the house, and is also 
beneficial for cutting the 
morning light on the east 
side. Deciduous plantings 
are best because they cut 
the heat in the summer 
and allow heat in the win¬ 
ter. Another great way to 
introduce shade is to use 
attractive awnings and 
overhangs outside your 
windows, especially if the 
roof overhang does not 
produce adequate shade. 

Awnings look great, es¬ 
pecially in a more tradi¬ 
tional setting. Inset win¬ 
dows, often found on more 
contemporary or modern 


dwellings, also produce 
shade. Inside the house, 
try to keep upholstery and 
fabric surfaces as light- 
coloured as you can during 
the summer — if you have 
darlc-coloured upholstery, 
consider slipcovers. 

Choose a gorgeous light- 
coloured fabric and voila- 
you’ve got a great new 
look that reflects light 
rather than absorbing it 
and radiating heat. 

Indoor fans also make it 
feel less hot. Ceiling fans 
are absolutely priceless at 
cooling, and there are cer¬ 
tainly good-looking models 
available. Just be careful if 
you are bargain shopping 
— sometimes well-priced 
ceiling fans can be down¬ 
right ugly. 

The same goes for 
portable or window fans. 
To blow heat out of the 
house, they should be lo¬ 
cated on the downwind 
side of the house and fac¬ 
ing outwards. A window 
should be open in each 
room and interior doors 
open to allow air flow. 

And if you still decide 
you still need to use an air 
conditioner, just make 
sure you seal the system 
well. Use caulking and 
weatherstripping to mini¬ 
mize the loss of cooled air.

Replant gladioli for successive 
waves of summer blooms 


gardening Planting gladi¬ 
oli is a bit different from 
planting other summer 
bulbs, writes the Nether¬ 
lands Flower Bulb Informa¬ 
tion Center. In fact, the 
best way to plant them 
sounds like a scene from a 
summer sequel to the 
movie Groundhog Day. 
Gladioli are best planted 
repeatedly, adding more 
and more to beds, replanti¬ 
ng new batches every 10 
days or so. 

The result is successive 
waves of new blooms from 
mid-summer into fall. 
Most bloom 70 to 80 days 
after planting, though 
some bloom faster (55 
days) and others slower (90 
days). Gladioli stand tall, 
with orchid-lilce blooms 
borne upright as on a 
spear. 

Plant clusters amidst 
sturdier plants (roses, se- 
dums, thistles, etc.) to pro¬ 
vide support. Or plant 
them in cutting gardens; 
their blooms are delight¬ 
fully long-lasting in the 
vase.

From bebop to hip hop 

Musical innovator Johnson rediscovered by a new generation of musicians, fans

You may not know his 
name, but chances are 
you’ve heard Syl Johnson’s 
work. 

It starts with a drum 
beat - pop, cho choom 
choom, pop cho choom 
choom - is followed by a 
male voice grunting “unh,” 
and next comes a woman 
laughing. Then, the lyrics 
start: “Baby you’re laugh¬ 
ing.” 

“I am the most sampled 
musician ever, and it’s be¬ 
cause of Different Strokes,” 
said Johnson, whose song 
has been used by everyone 
from the Yu-Tang Clan to 
Kid Rock. 

A well-respected Ameri¬ 
ca blues and soul singer, 
Johnson is among the per¬ 
formers taking part in this 
year’s Atlantic Jazz Festi¬ 
val. 

“The hip-hop producers 
know me well; they know 
me well,” the 72-year-old 
said. “It’s the grunt the 
laugh and the drum beat. 
They all went wild.” 

Johnson’s career started 
in the 1950s after a musi¬ 
cian called Shaky Jakes 
heard him and his friends 


playing music. He took 
Johnson and made him a 
backup player in his band. 

His career lasted until 
the dawn of disco, when 
changing musical tastes 
led to semi-retirement. 
Johnson opened a chain of 
fast-food fish restaurants 
in Chicago. 

He came out of semi-re¬ 


tirement in the 1990s after 
learning hip-hop artists 
were sampling his songs. 
His reaction: “It was great 
to get paid. It’s copyright, 
right? I did, and they made 
me well off.” 

Well, some have paid. 
Johnson says some others 
(he names off a few high- 
profile names) haven’t. He

is suing. 

He credits the lasting in¬

Wyclef pens hopeful jams 

Performer/producer balances Haitian charity work and music

Like a hip-hop Bono, 
Wyclef Jean is deep in mu¬ 
sic and charity work. 

Reached at a Manhattan 
studio, the former Fugee 
was wrapping up a record¬ 
ing session with Shalcira, 
and just over jetlag. He 
had recently travelled to 
Haiti to visit his charity, 
Yele Haiti, which is work¬ 
ing with the World Food 
Program to raise $48 mil¬ 
lion US towards his former 
home’s food and agricul¬ 
ture crisis. 

“It’s definitely a sacrifice 
to try to keep up with my 
music career and still bal¬ 
ance it with charity work,” 
said Jean. “(But) I think be¬ 
ing optimistic is always 
better. It’s the hope of John 
Lennon — no matter how 
crappy things are, you 
should still give peace a 
chance.” 

That theme is apparent 
on the rapper-producer’s 
latest, Carnival Vol. II: 
Memoirs of an Immigrant. 
Uniting the album’s reg¬ 
gae, rock and hip-hop 
rhythms is a perspective 
that acknowledges the 
world is darker than it was 
when Jean put out the orig¬ 
inal Carnival. 

“Within that 10-year peri¬ 
od, I’ve travelled a lot of the 
world, and ... when you go 
to Brazil and see the favelas 
and know the government 
sees them, too, you ask why 
they don’t do anything,” he 
said.

Green River to relive the 
old days at Seattle gig 


grunge reunion Green Riv¬ 
er, an early grunge band 
that included future mem¬ 
bers of Pearl Jam and Mud- 
honey, has gone deep into 
its back catalogue for its 
first show in nearly 21 
years in Seattle on Sunday. 

The band will perform as 
part of the two-day 20th an¬ 
niversary bash of Sub Pop 
Records, the iconic indie la¬ 
bel whose roster spans Nir¬ 
vana to comedy duo Flight 
of the Conchords. 

Green River has re¬ 
learned two unreleased 
songs from its early demo, 
Baby, Help Me Forget and 
Leech, said bassist Jeff 
Ament, who went on to co¬ 
found Pearl Jam with band- 
mate Stone Gossard. 

“In a weird way, those 
are probably some of the 


best songs we have,” 
Ament said. 

“It’s funny how it works. 
At the time, we thought 
they were way too simple 
or not challenging enough. 
But in retrospect, they’re 
really great pop songs. We 
re-learned those two, but 
there are five or six songs 
that never got released.” 

Green River, which also 
includes Mudhoney princi¬ 
pals Mark Arm and Steve 
Turner and drummer Alex 
Vincent, rehearsed twice 
in late April but has since 
reconvened three addition¬ 
al times. 

Ament didn’t rule out fu¬ 
ture Green River activity, 
saying, “It would be fun to 
write a couple of new 
songs with those guys.”

The two sides couldn't be 
any more different: Great 
Big Sea, a 15-years-strong 
mainstream East Coast act 
blending Newfoundland 
folklore and melodic pop- 
rock, bringing aboard On¬ 
tario-based indie 
wunderkind Hawksley 
Workman to produce their 
latest disc, Fortune's Favour. 

Talk about a challenge. 

“We were spending 
weeks circling each other 
trying to make this collab¬ 
oration work,” GBS multi- 
instrumentalist/singer Bob 
Hallett tells Metro. “Once 
we figured it out, (Hawk¬ 
sley) was able to take ad¬ 
vantage of our eclecticness 
and our desire for quality. 
And we could focus on his 
creativity.” 

Great Big Sea’s eighth stu¬ 
dio effort finds Hallett and 
his singer/multi-instrumen¬ 
talist cohorts Alan Doyle 
and Sean McCann teaming 
up with Workman to em¬ 


phasize all things “big”: Big 
on the production work, big 
on the emotional flair. Even 
big on the rock: Not as in 
the nickname of the trio’s 
home province, but as in 
upping the amps to 11 for 
the punlc-driven Straight To 
Hell and Oh Yeah. 

Though Hallett played in 
punk rock bands before 
joining GBS, credit for the 
aforementioned two cuts, 
shockingly, goes to Doyle. 

“Back in high school, the 
bands I used to play in did a 
lot of hard rock and heavy 
metal,” Doyle says. “I loved 
the attitude. In the case of 
Oh Yeah, I always wanted to 
do a song that could be 
played in hockey rinks, and 
had to have body checks 
written into the song. So I 
went home that night and 
put together the four dumb¬ 
est power chords I could 
play on guitar and some 
shout of emotional joy.” 

Certainly joy could be 
felt during the recording of 
Company Of Fools, Doyle’s 
co-write with Oscar-win¬ 
ning actor Russell Crowe, 


whose now-defunct rock 
group 30 Odd Foot of 
Grunts once covered Great 
Big Sea songs. Crowe met 
Doyle while filming 2005’s 
Cinderella Man, and the 


friendship resulted in 
Doyle producing the actor- 
singer’s solo outing, My 
Hand, My Heart, that same 
year. 

GBS even felt a tinge of 


the celebrity life when 
Crowe joined the band on¬ 
stage this past St. Patrick’s 
Day in Washington, D.C. 
“All of a sudden, out of 
nowhere, this big force of

paparazzi showed up,” Hal¬ 
lett says. “Very surreal, but 
very funny.” 

Not to say the group isn’t 
celebrated in the same way 
in its home country, where 
GBS are multi-platinum 
sellers, multi-East Coast 
Music Award winners, 
nine-time Juno nominees 
and a top concert draw. 

And being hockey fans, 
it’s surprising GBS hasn’t 
been approached by the 
CBC to compose a new 
Hockey Night In Canada 
theme.

TV actors back new deal 


The smaller of Hollywood’s 
two performers unions 
have ratified a new prime¬ 
time TV contract, under¬ 
mining a last-ditch bid by 
the larger, more militant 
Screen Actors Guild to se¬ 
cure a richer deal. 

The labour pact with ma¬ 
jor studios covering 70,000 
members of the American 
Federation of Television and 
Radio Artists won approval 
despite an unusual all-out 
campaign by SAG urging 
some 40,000 actors who be¬ 
long to both unions to vote 
down the AFTRA accord. 

“A majority of members 
ultimately focused on 
what mattered — the obvi¬ 
ous merits of a labour

More than 62 per cent of 
AFTRA members casting bal¬ 
lots voted in favor of the new 
contract, the union said. 

agreement that contains 
substantial gains for every 
category of performer in 
both traditional and new 
media,” AFTRA President 
Roberta Reardon said in a 
statement. 

While AFTRA’s margin 
of victory was substantially 
less than the 90 per cent 
range most Hollywood 
labour pacts attain for rati¬ 
fication, it was not imme¬ 
diately clear how much if 


any real additional clout 
SAG would gain in press¬ 
ing its demands. 

SAG leaders had said a 
“no” vote on AFTRA would 
give them leverage to nego¬ 
tiate a more favorable set¬ 
tlement with studios for all 
actors under the larger deal 
covering 120,000 SAG 
members in both prime¬ 
time television and movies. 

AFTRA countered that it 
secured the best terms pos¬ 
sible without a strike, in¬ 
cluding higher basic wages 
and new reuse fees, or 
“residuals,” for online con¬ 
tent, and that defeat of its 
deal would lead to re¬ 
newed Hollywood labor 
unrest. reuters

“Either MacFarlane's 
reps wanted to add too 
many zeroes to the deal 
to attach an Internet 
component,” the 
Reporter story 
speculated, “or Fox didn't 
feel there were enough 
zeroes in ad revenue from 
such a deal to care. The 
latter seems much less 
likely.” 

MacFarlane can’t write 
a non-gag-based joke to 
save his life, but his 
lawyers are obviously real 
monsters if they could 
protect the Google deal — 
which has apparently 
been in the works for a 
year — from Fox’s legal 
team during negotiations. 

In any case, it seems 
that it was MacFarlane 
who had the leverage 
when Fox came to talk 
money, not the other way 
around. 

There are no details on 
the Google webisodes — 
who cares, really? — ex¬ 
cept that they probably 
won’t involve any charac¬ 
ters from Family Guy or 
American Dad, given in¬ 
tellectual property 
restrictions inherent in 



any deal MacFarlane 
signed with Fox. 

What’s really interest¬ 
ing is that MacFarlane is 
obviously sure that going 
online with a new show is 
going to be more 
lucrative in the long run 
than putting it out on 
primetime. That sound 


you 
heard 
is the 

rumble of a tectonic 
shift in the way busi¬ 
ness is being done in 
Hollywood, and perhaps 
even the first audible 
death rattle of the broad¬ 
cast model, long overdue. 

FILE UNDER‘DUH’: A new 

Nielsen study reports that 
people are spending more 
time watching video con¬ 
tent on either their TV or 
computer screen, accord¬ 
ing to a New York Times 
story. I’m sure most of 
you are wondering how 
much Nielsen spent 
reaching that earth-shat¬ 
tering news, which ranks 
up there with “gas is ex¬ 
pensive” and “pizza is 


awesome” in terms of rev¬ 
elations. 

“The average American 
spent 127 hours of time 
with TV in May,” reported 
the Times, “up from 121 
hours in May 2007; and 
26 hours on the Internet, 
up from 24 hours last 
year. More than 282 


million 
people 
watch television in a 
given month and nearly 
162 million use the Inter¬ 
net.” 

Hearing definitively 
that computers and mo¬ 
bile devices are measura¬ 
ble mediums for TV 
watching will probably 
have reverberations for 
advertisers, and prompt 
some flop sweat in 
network executive 
offices, but once again, 
there’s nothing here that 
violates either common 
sense or historical 
inevitability.
